Baden in that county, last night ad- 
dressed the Council. 
At the end of 
his spoech Alexander Mackie, for a 
number of jears known as the "ob- 
structionist of the trustees," and who 
Is said to be interested with the Gug- 
genheim Interests, endeavored to im- 
press the Council with the fact that 
there was no danger from the fumes 
of the smelter 
The members of the 
governing body of the city, however, 
decided against him. It is stated that 
should the Guggenheim interests per- 
sist in erecting the smelter, an organi- 
zation will be formed 
in this 
city 


which will take measures looking to 
the defeat of the smelter people 
No action was taken last night be- 
cause Councilman 
Loop 
announced 
that he had 
good 
authority for the 
statement that work would be stop- 
ped, but he stated that should it con- 
tinue he will be the first to work 
for the abolishment of the proposed 
smelter. 
Dr. P 
W. 
D'Evelyn ad- 
dressed the Council in opposition to 
the smelter. Nothing wlJ! be done by 
the Council until the 
next meeting, 
when President Loop will make hia 
report. 


BENNETT'S REASONS. 


Mr. Bennett said in part: "The in- 
vestigations 
we 
have 
conducted 
through two experts of Stanford Uni- 
versity have proved that the smelter 
would be inimicable 
to 
vegetation, 
and that plant life would succumb to 
the arsenic and sulphur fumes ema- 
nating from the smelter. 
These ex- 
perts are traveling to every place in 
the country where there are smelters 
and the partial reports received from 
them prove that the district for a ra- 
dius of fifty miles, and even a great- 
er distance, would be devastated, and 
where we now have a beautiful coun- 
try it would be a barren desert after 
the sulphuric acid and arsenic settled 
through the country. 
"The fumes of sulphur leave the 
smelter as sulphur dioxide, and gath- 
ering moisture become sulphuric acid. 
The proposed smelter at Baden would 
scatter twenty tons of arsenic and sul- 
phuric acid over 
the 
country each 
day, as it is to smelt 5000 tons of ore 
a day. Our experts have been to the 
Ducktown smelter at the border of 


Georgia and Tennessee 
and 
report 


from there that for 117 milos is wasto, 
due to the fumes 
The acid system, 


which it is said this company is to 
install, Is in a problematical stage. 
Cattle and horses succumb to the ar- 
senic fumes. 


"TIME TS NOW." 


"The sulphur contained in the ore 
ranges from 10 to 40 per 
cent. The 


sulphur and arsenic are driven off by 
heat and are deadly to vegetation. It 
may\not be manifested at first, but the 
leaves of the trees gradually turn yel- 
low and then it is but a matter of 
time until all vegetation is killed. 
believe the courts 
will restrain the 
Baden smelter_4>ut the time to do the 
work is no^, as once it gets estab- 
lished the company will go into court, 
say that the 
workmen 
would lo 
their positions, there is nothing more 
to damage and that it should not be 
compelled to give up its business, as 
it is willing to pay any damage that 
may result from the fumes. 
That is 
all right and well enough, but whfn 
the damage is done there is little re- 
source, and the time to combate the 
smelter is at present. 
"There are but two or three of the 
acid plants in existence and they are 
small ones. 
These smelters are in 
Germany. Our experts state that the 
fumes, after going through the acid 
process, which is 
to 
drive 
them 
through acid 
to kill 
them, will be 
deadly to a certain extent, and in this 
beautiful country surrounding the bay 
we cannot afford to have such a thing. 
Think of the 
ruined 
gardens, the 
farms gone, 
and 
what 
would our 
homes be? 


"We do not believe this company 


will put in the acid system. It is too 
expensive. 
Our effort should be to 
stop it from being built and that is 
Why we want your aid. There have 
been reports that work is to be stop- 
ped, but I am informed that it is be- 
ing continued, and to savo ourselves 
from ruin, to save this country from 
being devastated by the fumes from 
this plant, we need action now. Re- 
ports from Anaconda and all of the 
other smelters tell of the ruin wought 
by them, and the people of the bay 
citTes should rise in their might to 
keep this terrible nuisance from being 
located among them.

Commission^, Hon. Cbariea P. NeiB, sfcootd com* to California to 
investigate asd endeavor to compose the telegraphers strike, when 
mo attention was paid by the National authorities to the San Fran- 
cisco car strike. The telegraphers strike interferes with interstate 
commerce, and threatens to greatly embarrass business throughout 
the country by becoming general, whereas the car strike is purely 
local, and has practically c«a«ed to be anything more tha» a futile 
boycott. It is Commissioner Neill's duty to investigate strikes and 
labor conditions everywhere, and if he can restore industrial peace 
to any locality or any branch of industry tie will perform a valuable 
public service. His interference in the telegraphers strike is fully 
JMtified, for he represents the public interests at large, which are 
likely to suffer in case of a prolonged and general conflict between 
the telegraph companies and their employes. 


The theory that the strike only concerns the telegraph corpora- 


tions and the operators is a narrow and mistaken one. It concerns 
everybody, because it threatens widespread loss and inconvenience. 
,The time has passed when public service corporations can claim an 
exclusive right to manage their own affairs. The political power 
has conferred upon them certain rights and privileges to better en- 
able them to serve the public. In return the companies must sub- 
mit to a measure of control and regulation. They are not at liberty 
to suspend their functions without adequate reason. The public 
cannot allow its interests to be jeopardized for purely^ selfish rea- 
sons, nor permit itself to be treated as a mere outsider in contro- 
versies which touch trade and industry at vital points.

Milk—Always Worth While. 


With the indorsement of the chief of the government bureau 


of animal industry and the Secretary of Agriculture, an earnest 
band of very prominent medical men in this country have joined to 
secure a pasteurization of milk a" a precaution against the spread 
of disease. Endorsed as this movement is, it is likely to attract 
attention and secure results. 


In the grand march of civic progress it is often that the smal 


things, as they are falsely called, are overlooked or buried in the 
crush of other matters. And the greatest of these oversights is a 
city's milk supply. Experience and science has taught that eterna 
vigilance means purer milk and less spreading of disease. Con- 
ceding that a great city is always surrounded by more or less con- 
ditions which work against the health of the people, every effort and 
especially new methods of safeguarding 
public 
health become 


pertinent. 


In the circular sent out by the band of scientists mentioned is an 


outspoken declaration that cholera infantum, 
scarlet fever 
and 


diphtheria are regularly spread by raw milk and that typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis and other infectious diseases have resulted from care- 
lessness along that line. 


Despite the disputes of savants on this subject, confined to 


technical points, they are all agreed that safety lies along the line 
of this new movement. Assuming that every detail of safety is 
important in health matters, it is decidedly worth while for Oak- 
land authorities to take up the subject with the view of getting it 
before housekeepers as a suggestion for safety 
and

tions and the operators is a narrow and mistaken one. It concerns 
everybody, because it threatens widespread loss and inconvenience. 
.The time has passed when public service corporations can claim an 
exclusive right to manage their own affairs. The political power 
has conferred upon them certain rights and privileges to better en- 
able them to serve the public. In return the companies must sub- 
mit to a measure of control and regulation. They are not at liberty 
to suspend their functions without adequate reason. The public 
cannot allow its interests to be jeopardized for purely'- selfish rea- 
sons, nor permit itself to be treated as a mere outsider in contro- 
versies which touch trade and industry at vital points.

"band of very prominent medical men in this country have joined to 
secure a pasteurization of milk a« a precaution against the spreac 
of disease. Endorsed as this movement is, it is likely to attract 
attention and secure results. 


In the grand march of civic progress it is often that the smal 


things, as they are falsely called are overlooked or buried in the 
crush of other matters. And the greatest of these oversights is a 
city's milk supply. Experience and science has taught that etema 
vigilance means purer milk and less spreading of disease. Con- 
ceding that a great city is always surrounded by more or less con- 
ditions which work against the health of the people, every effort and 
especially new methods of safeguarding public 
health become 


pertinent. 


In the circular sent out by the band of scientists mentioned is an 


outspoken declaration that cholera infantum, 
scarlet fever 
and 


diphtheria are regularly spread by raw milk and that typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis and other infectious diseases have resulted from care- 
lessness along that line. 


Despite the disputes of savants on this subject, confined to 


technical points, they are all agreed that safety lies along the line 
of this new movement. Assuming that every detail of safety is 
important in health matters, it is decidedly worth while for Oak- 
land authorities to take up the subject with the view of getting it 
before housekeepers as a suggestion for safety 
and 
if circum- 


stances warrant it put the official seal on the proposition com- 
pelling the enforcement of all that is good for Oakland and the 
health of its people.

Inasmuch as the mat- 
far Is not one of importance to the

men of each profession love their good J 
fiddles and thfir good bats. 


Of course, there are violins and bats 


which no one cares about. 
That is 


when they' are not good. But as the 
flrst violin at Milan—what was his 
name, Signor Tagliafleo, was it not?— 
loved his Stradivarius, so do great 
batters of baseball adore their good 
bats. A good bat is to the ball player 
what a good violin is to the musician 
—-poetry and music, friend and sup- 
port, scrip and staff, honey and milk, 
meat, drink, and clothing, sweetheart, 
wife and children, faithful dog and 
old, tried friend. 
To the eye of the Philistine there Is 
no difference between a Stradivarius 
and an ordinary $2 pine-wood violin, 
though to the eye of the musician one 
is of heaven and the other of hell. 
So It is with baseball bats. 
To the 


feye of the unskilled in such things one 
chunk of wood Is as another. They 
are all bats 
To the eye and the hand 


of the professional baseball player the 
good bat is as the eye of his mistress 
Is to the soul of the poet, the most 
loved and desirable thing in the world. 
The average 
spectator at baseball 
games sees no difference between one 
>at or another unless it be that one 
may be quite short, and then abnor- 
mally long, or that one may be quite 
vhite and another very dark. To the 
ball players colors appeal not at all. 
The shape, the length, the weight, tho 
timbre—not the "limber" so much as 
.he "timbre"—the quality and the 
sound of'the bat make all the differ- 
ence in the world. 


ALL BATS OF ASH. * 


All good bats are made of lengths 
of honest, seasoned ash, most of them 
toy a man named Hellerich, In Louis- 
ville. The wood is good in some, in 
some 'tis not so good. The manufac- 
turer cannot restrict his output to one 
certain* timber. 
What pleases one 
might not please another. So he man- 
ufactures all kinds, to please every 
one.Ball players pick bats to suit them- 
eelves. In doing so, the length, con- 
tour, weight, thickness, 
appearance, 
and, above all, the wood In the bat— 
this means the "timbre" or quality- 
have their weight with them. Bats 
can be only tested thoroughly by us- 
age. When a player hits a few balls 
he knows if his bat has "drive" in it. 
That means if it possesses elasticity, 
resiliency, power to drive In compari- 
son with the power applied. The play- 
er knows when he meets a ball aright 
and when the ball should respond. He 
knows, too, when he meets a ball out 
of time, and when lack of response 
Is no fault of the timber In his hand. 


TALES BATS TELL. 


An experienced player can tell by glan- 
cing- at a bat just how Its owner. hits, 
though he has never seen him bat. La- 
joie and Harry Davis, the long, graceful 
flitters who drive out fast-going shoot- 
ers not too high, both use the same sort 
of 
club, a long-shafted, heavy-bladed 
bat, much on the lines of that owned by 
Wallace. 
Keeler and the short, punchy hitters, 
uae chunky bats, with the weight all 
over them. 
g*he uncertain, unclean hitters go to 
thick chunks of ash. 
Wagner, a man of immense strtngtb, 
uses a terrific chunk of wood. It Is BO 
heavy and thick, and he is so strong, 
that he does not have to meet a ball 
fairly with it.
